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Damaged, Repaired and Counterfeit 


=] VERY once in a while someone dashes into print with a 
tirade about damaged stamps, urging that these be dis- 
carded as uncollectible. We doubt if any collector with 
real experience and knowledge of his hobby covering a 
period of years will seriously advocate destruction of de- 
fectives. A small minority of philately is extremely choosy 
of the quality of the stamps it collects, insisting that their 
stamps be perfection (whatever that is!). Another small minority doesn’t 
care what condition the stamp is in, so long as there is enough of it to 
fill the space. The rest of us try to get the best copy we can when 
price is within our means and failing that will take space fillers in pref- 
erence to none at all. 

The person who would destroy a rare stamp because it had a barely 
perceptible defect would be nothing less than a vandal. We haven’t run 
across any vandals of late, it might be mentioned. Just how silly is the 
plan to destroy all damaged is shown by philately’s premier rarity, the 
$40,000 1c British Guiana. Most of us in our box of discarded “junk” do 
not have a stamp in as wretched condition as the prized Guiana. Others 
of the rarities would also likely cease to exist if all damaged copies were 
destroyed. Look what would happen to Finland’s first issues for exam- 
ple. A well centered, lightly cancelled, unfaded specimen of many early 
issues is not a normal copy—it’s a freak. Moreover, anyone who has 
seen the closely arranged rows in many sheets will agree that it was not 
official intention that the stamps used for postage would not be cut into 
on one or more sides. That is true of our own U. S. first issues, some of 
which would tax the soberest teetotaler to cut them apart without dam- 
age. Though condition crusaders would have such stamps discarded, 
current market doesn’t agree. 

Damaged stamps have a real use to the researcher. For their purposes 
damaged copies are as good as others in providing bits of knowledge. 
Many a former gap in our knowledge would still be a gap if certain 
damaged stamps had not been preserved. 

Counterfeits too have their place in philately—and not always in the 
furnace. How could we identify many specimens if it were not for the 
copies retained by dealers and collectors for comparison? And all coun- 
terfeits made to defraud the post office have a philatelic value on that 
score alone. 

In other hobbies damaged treasures are not discarded; instead every 
effort is made to restore them to original condition. Not with fraudulent 
intent, but for the same reason a house is repainted or anything else is 
prevented from staying in a neglected, run-down condition. Many stamps 
have been repaired and sold as such, providing their owners with the 
best copy they ever expect to have, barring miracles. 

Admittedly the damaged specimens of many common issues could be 
destroyed with no loss to philately, but we maintain that to destroy all 
defective, repaired or counterfeit would not be in the best interests 
of the hobby. Like many a scheme submitted with little study of the 
problem, the one of discarding these stamps would do more harm than 
good.

The Finnish Relief Fund headed by Her- 
bert Hoover has received $2,712 through 
the sale of Carl E. Pelander’s “The 
Postal Issue of Finland.” . . . The grow-

Times. Total first-day sales of the Presi- 
dential stamps, 32 in all, was 7,970,732, 
as compared with 13,556,193 of the 
“Famous Americans” stamps. There were 
2,416,082 Presidential covers cancelled 
as compared with 5,092,772 Famous 
American first day covers. 


Hossy NossinG 
The other day I asked Arnold Bernard 
of Brooklyn’s International Stamp Club 
if he read this column. Bernard said, 
“Yes, Walt, and I’m going to keep on 
reading it till I like it.” Wonder what he 
meant? The first postage stamp 
catalog was published by Eugene Lacroix 
on Dec. 21, 1861 in France . . . Gordon 
Houpt is a mailcarrier at Sandshill, 
Nebraska. In the midst of a snow storm 
Gordon went out to deliver the mail. 
Cattlemen found his abandoned car in a 
snowdrift, but no Gordon. Sorrowing rel- 
atives made preparations for his funeral, 
but who should come strolling in but 
Gordon. He had left his car and walked 
to a nearby ranch where he had stayed 
for four days. Imagine the nerve of the 
guy stopping his own funeral, after every- 
thing had been planned! ... In 1899 San 
Marino was struck with a brilliant idea. 
They decided to issue two types of 
stamps, one for postage to foreign coun- 
tries, and the other for use within the 
country. The brilliancy here is that San 
Marino is only 34 miles square — the 
stamps being issued primarily for the col- 
lectors album. The Encyclopedia Brit- 
tanica in commentating upon San Marino 
states, “it issues its own stamps, and 
makes thereby a considerable sum, find- 
ing a fruitful source of revenue in the 
frequent change of its postage stamps.” 
In 1878 China issued her first postage 
stamps and for a period of 35 years she 
did not dare to issue a postage stamp in 
black, blue or purple. These colors repre- 
sented sorrow and mourning and would 
have been shunned by the Chinese people 
. Memo to the P. O. Dept. — Why 
not put Hedy Lamarr’s picture on a 
postage stamp? Then it would be a pleas- 
ure to stay home night’s pouring over 
our stamps!...

Plan 





The Stamp Section of the Pan Ameri- 
can Union expects to adhere in the future 
to the following “Five Point Plan”: 


1. To sell as close to face as current 
rate of exchange safely permits. 

2. To have stamps available in Wash- 
ington on the day following their initial 
sale in the country of issue. 

3. To provide the press with accurate 
philatelic and historic data associated 
with the stamps handled. 

4. To retire stamps from Washington 
sale after six months, leaving former 
channels of purchase open to collectors. 

5. To offer such aid to collectors in 
fully understanding and appreciating the 
issues handled insofar as consistent with 
the facilities and policies of the Union. 


The Union has at present 40 different 
stamps from 13 countries on hand and it 
expects to have all future new issues of 
the American Republics, if the member 
countries agree to supply allotments. 
Several countries have been approached 
and the Dominican Republic has already 
agreed to supply a quantity to the Union 
of each new issue. The Union will supply 
postfree a list of stamps on hand, but 
maintains no mailing list to advise col- 
lectors of new issues when received.

ama, Philippines, Puerto Rico and Guam 
Guard Mail. He also was held to the 
Grand Jury.

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French Equatorial Africa

In the western extremity of central 
Chad and at the juncture of Niger (the 
eastern most sub-colony of French West 
Africa), Cameroun, and northern French 
Equatorial Africa is the lake bearing the 
name of the northern most district of 
F. E. A. In the northeast corner of Lake 
Chad are several small islands. The lake 
is growing smaller in size annually and 
much of the land formerly submerged by 
this body of water is now marshy. This 
interesting lake has an area of about 
10,000 square miles, and the area varies 





according to the season. The important 
Niger town of N’Guigmi is on the north 
shore of the lake, and in the marshes 
south of it is the provisional capital of 


Chad and Fort-Foureau, northernmost 
Cameroun post office. In the native 
tongue “Chad” means “lake,” so that 


Lake Chad is actually as much a ren- 
dundancy as would be Rio Grande River 
This body of water, which, at some sea- 
sons, is thick with red flamingoes, is de- 
picted on Chad stamps of type D4. The 
picture on these stamps is an adaptation 
of the French government’s Art and His- 
tory archives series of photograph of 
Lake Chad which makes up figure 109 
facing page 263 of Georges Bruel’s book 
La France Equatoriale Africaine. 
Flowing north northwestward into Lake 
Chad is an important river, the Shari. 
Its basin covers an estimated area of 
264,000 square miles, and the river, 
which is an accumulation of several 
smaller streams has a length of some 
737.5 miles. The Bamingui, a stream 
which starts in north central Ubangi, 
about 200 miles west of the Anglo-Egyp-

tian Sudan, is supposed to be the par- 
ent river of the Shari. An excellent idea 
of the type of terrain found along the 
Shari River is given in the panorama 
contained on Ubangi stamps of type A3. 

Coming much further south one comes 
upon the Ubangi River which is very 
important. Upon it is a great steamboat 
traffic, and one of the modern steamers 
used on that river is shown on Middle 
Congo stamps of type D4. A typical vil- 
lage on the Ubangi is on Middle Congo 
stamps of type D3. The Ubangi River 
is a tributary of the mighty Congo, and 
flows into the latter river about 50 miles 
below the important Congo town of Co- 
quilhatville. From its junction with the 
Congo, the Ubangi flows northeastward 
to Fort de Possel, just above Bangui, 
then it flows eastward to the Congo set- 
tlement of Yakoma where the Ubangi

branches into two lesser rivers: the 
M’Bomou and the Uuelle. The M’Bomou 
starts about 100 miles west of the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan and the Ouelle com- 
mences in the Belgian Congo about 80 
miles west of Uganda. These two rivers 
give the Ubangi, chief brarfch of the 
Congo, a total length of 1,537.5 miles. 
Swinging southwestward we come to 
two important places in French Equa- 
torial Africa. The first is the noted Stan- 
ley Pool, the widening in the Congo 
River which separates Brazzaville, capi- 
tal of French Equatorial Africa, from 
Leopoldville, the Belgian Congo govern- 
ment headquarters. Actually the Stanley 
Pool is an elipitical lake, situated in the 
course of the Congo in a manner analog- 
ous to the position of the Sea of Galilee

Stanley 
Pool, named after H. M. Stanley, has 
gn approximate area of 220 square miles, 
and in its center is an island of about 
43 square miles called Mbamou. This, 
along with some small islets, shows up 
in the aerial view of Stanley Pool on 
French Equatorial African stamps of 
type AP2. 

North northwestward of Stanley Pool 
the Djoue River, shown on Middle Con- 
go stamps of type D5, flows toward the 
Congo, for a distance of 125 miles. The 
Djoue enters the Congo in the Stanley 
Pool near Brazzaville. At its juncture 
with the Congo the Djoue flows over high 
diffs and the French hope someday to 
harness the falls and give the capital of 
French Equatorial Africa a plentiful sup- 
ply of electricity. 

Turning westward we come to the At- 
lantic Coast of the colony and to the 
Loeme River, a stream about 90 miles 
long and emptying into the lagoon mid- 
way between Pointe Noire and the Mid- 
dle Congo-Cabinda boundary. This rela- 
tively important river is shown on French 
Equatorial African stamps of type Al, in 
a@ view which shows the Brazzaville- 
Pointe Noire Railroad viaduct crossing 
the Loeme near the native settlement of 
Hinda. 

Going northward up the coast the 
traveler comes to the mouth of one of 
the greatest rivers in French Equatorial 
Africa. This is the Ogowe River, made 
famous by the explorations of de Brazza. 
Gabonese stamps of type Al6 show an 
interesting view on this river. The Ogowe 
has its source deep in Middle Congo be- 
tween the forest native towns of Mou- 
kassa and Bikie, about 150 miles north 
of the Congo River. The Ogowe flows 
northward to Franceville thence north-

westward across the border into the Ga- 


!bon district to the Gabon town of Bowe. 


Then this great river flows due west- 
ward to N’ Djole and thence southwest- 
ward to Falaba, about fifteen miles from 
the coast, where the Ogowe flows north- 
ward, emptying into the Ogowe estuary, 
sheltered by Port Gentil and Cape Lopez. 

Finally, about 60 miles below the Ga- 
bon-Spanish Guinea boundary this stamp 
safari comes to rest at the Gabon estu- 
ary, noted equatorial landmark of coastal 
West Africa. The estuary and the town 
of Libreville, capital of Gabon, are a 
scant 18 miles north of the equator. The 
map of this region on French Equatorial 
African stamps of type A7 is an excellent 
one, showing, as it does, the location of 
the first settlement made in Gabon as an 
aftermath of Bouet-Willaumez’ explora- 
tons. 

Gabon estuary extends inland for 50 
miles where it breaks up into several 
smaller streams. It attains its greatest 
width where it empties into the Atlantic. 
There the estuary has a maximum width 
of 9 miles and about 40 miles inland it

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“Are the quantities of fresh-appearing 
stamps appearing on stamp markets, 
present day reprintings?” This question 
can be answered “No.” The current world 
upheaval has brought on the market 
many odd-size holdings, mainly leftovers 
accumulated by former officials. The 
quantities so offered seldom affect mar- 
ket prices, and the stamps differ in no 
respect from those sold at the post of- 
fices. In the early years of philately 
when there was a scarcity of variety, all 
sorts of things were collected which have 
long ago been relegated to the forgotten. 
Anything that in any way was used or 
intended to be used by a postal service 
of any degree of official nature was col- 
lected. The plates and dies of obsolete 
issues were bought by some of the most 
reputable dealers of the day and reprints 
made in quantities. This practice grad- 
ually died out as governments and phi- 
lately each began to accept unwritten 
codes of, shall we say, “ethics” (?) and 
the private possession of a stamp print- 
ing plate is now a very unusual occur- 
rence. The market for such reprints 
dwindled to the vanishing point as real 
stamps became available in more and 
more variety, so the incentive for such 
acts has gone. 














How to remove with minimum trouble, 
cigarette or tobacco stamps from metal 
containers is suggested in the Bulletin of 
the Canadian Revenue Society. There 
these fiscals are of much interest to a 
number of collectors. They suggest the 
stamps be moistened with gasoline, car- 
bon tetrachloride or ether. “The gum in 
use seems to have a rubber base, for 
which these are solvents, though they are 
all so volatile that they will not injure 
the contents of the package. CAUTION: 
Gasoline and ether are inflammable; do 
not use while smoking or in a room with 
an open fire or light. Carbon tetrachlor- 
ide is non-inflammable, but the con- 
centrated fumes are poisonous.”

The Editor: 

With reference to Mr. Brightman’s 
letter published in your issue of No- 
yember 16th I should like to call at- 
tention to the fact that my use of the 
word “dream” was in connection with 
my suggestion that the American Phila- 
telic Society take action on developing 
a series of authentic check-lists. The 
fact that not even a motion to con- 
sider the matter was introduced at the 
Convention verified my expectations. 
This, of course, was not due to lack 
of interest on the part of the members 
but because there are no funds available 
to finance such a project. 

It is most unfortunate that in the 
entire history of philately there has 
never been some wealthy person who has 
been willing to endow pbhilatelic re- 
search on a fairly large scale. At the 
Buffalo Convention it was mentioned 
(Proceedings, p. 115) how attempts 
were made to induce certain famous 
philatelists of means to leave the So- 
ciety endowment funds in their wills, 
but in vain. Such persons spent fabu- 
lous sums on stamps (many of which 
were rank fakes) but do not appear to 
have been interested in promoting 
truth in philately. 

Mr. Brightman asks for an example 
of simplification; here it is. In 1876 
Colombia authorized three new stamps, 
(Scott) types A30-31-32. The contract 
for printing these stamps called for a 
Sc purple, 10c brown, and 20c blue, all 
on white paper. The printer happened 
to use three different varieties of paper: 
wove, laid, and wove with a bluish tint, 
thus creating nine philatelic items (Scott 
Nos. 73-75, 80-82, 93-95) whereas for 
all governmental intents and purposes 
there were only three. There are also 
countless shades of each, one of which, 
the 20c violet blue, is listed by Scott 
with a major number (76) although 
this stamp exists in almost every shade 
of blue. In my opinion the general col- 
lector should for this series have only 
three stamps in his collection while the 
specialist should have at least nine and

Highest R. P. O. Route 
Discontinued 





On November 24 the narrow gauge 
passenger trains of the Denver & Rio 
Grande Western R. R. operating over 
10,856 foot Marshall Pass were discon- 
tinued and as a result the Railway Post 
Office reaching the highest rail point in 
North America was discontinued. The 
office, known as the “Salida & Montrose 
R. P. O.” operated between these two 
towns in central Colorado. A cover with 
last trip postmark has been received 
courtesy of Captain Norman D. King 
Mails are now transported by motor truck 
on public highway between the points 
served formerly by the railway office. 
Discontinuance of this historic office was 
forecast in an article in LINN’S of Jan- 
uary 1, 1938, as at that time the high- 
way was under construction. At one time 
over this route passed all rail traffic 
across Colorado, but with constructior 
of a standard gauge line through the 
Royal Gorge the Montrose-Gunnison 
Ouray route declined to the status of a 
branch line as service was gradually cur- 
tailed and mining boom towns dwindled 
in importance. Only two narrow gauge 
RPO’s yet remain in the United States.

Greek Navy Issues 





The Greek Navy, at last reports in 
Salonika harbor awaiting its chance to 
join with British units, has a unique 
history in postal matters. The navy has 
always been small, composed of old ves- 
sels obtained from other countries, and 
despite this seeming handicap has given 
good account of itself in various troubles 
in the Aegean. Flagship of the fleet is 
the “George Averoff,” 
for a wealthy Greek who gave a large 
sum to his country for naval develop- 
ment. The Averoff has been depicted on 
two stamps of Greece. On board this 
ship in July, 1913, were printed the 
curious typeset stamps of Dedeagatch, a 
town in Thrace occupied by Greece dur- 
ing the second Balkan War. All three 
values were printed in a sheet contain- 
ing the denominations mixed. The per- 
forating was done on board. Fiscal 
stamps for the occupied territory were 
also produced on the cruiser’s press. The 
Averoff still carries in her stacks the 
holes made by shells during the Balkan 
Wars. 

Later in the year two more sets of 
stamps were produced for the town, on 
board the Greek naval vessel “Spetsae.” 
These are the sets numbered N188 to 
N201 by Scott’s. These issues had a very 
short life as the occupation in each in- 
stance was a temporary measure. 

Of interest to American collectors will 
be the fact that the Greek Navy in- 
cluded some old American ships which 
had been purchased about 25 years ago.

DEFENSE BurRo 


Jas. Coyne of Newark sends me a Ic 
DEFENSE precancelled Chicago in B-11 
type or it is the best imitation of a buro 
that I have ever seen. The stamp was 
used by Sears Roebuck & Co. and was 
dated. It was used in NOV. Since our 
source of information from Washington 
has been suspended we had no inkling of 
such a move, other than the advice that 
the Defense issue was to be a supple- 
mentary issue. If this proves to be the 
real McCoy it will be quite a shock to 
some of the boys who are on the con- 
servative side. I have checked the stamp 
to the best of my ability and pronounce 
it a BURO PRINT. So we have our 
first Buro Printed Commemorative. 
(Editor’s Note: The P. O. Dept. intends 
to replace the lc, 2c and 3c Presidential 
sheet stamps with the three Defense 
stamps for an indefinite period and only 
the three propaganda stamps are being 
printed of those denominations in sheets). 
The Precancel Forum reports two more Ic De- 
fense Bureau Prints, the San Diego and Des 
Moines. 


FiFtH DIVISION 


When the new narrow type bureaus 
appear they will mark the fifth major 
division or group in the bureau printed 
precancel field. For those who do not 
readily recall the different groups we will 
enumerate them. First, the experimen- 
tals; Second, the large types consisting 
of both the 10 x 10 and 10% x 11 perfs 
(Some might want to make two groups 
out of these but they are almost always 
collected as one group); Third, the small 
standard types on the 1927 issue; Fourth, 
the small standard types on the Presi- 
dental issue; Fifth, the new narrow type 
(B-15 according to the Official Catalog) 
on the Presidential issue. Although the 
prospects of a complete collection of 
group four is not in sight it is very evi- 
dent that it will come about much sooner 
than any collector surmised. 


Nores To Soup 


Some counterfeiting of the better grade 
B-11 items is still being carried on, 
which should make the buyer more cau- 
tious when paying big dough for a bureau 
print. The P.S.S. has an Expertizing 
Service which should be patronized when- 
ever a bureau of considerable rarity is 
being dealt for. — A large bundle of 25c 
double line precancels lays on top of 
the 25c buro prints in the Akron office 
we are told. With better business in the 
rubber city we hope the double lines are 
melting fast. — Here is a new idea for 
forming a Presidential collection. Starting 
with U-1 try to complete an entire set 
in this type. U-2 etc. Similar to denomi- 
nation but disregards states and will be 





OLyMPIA, WASH. 

I had reason to check over my items 
from the above city the other day and 
was surprised to find I had so few from 
this place. Most of the precancels seen 
from Olympia come in the printed type 
known as U-6, type 4. In type 1, I have 
a 1%c Front Face Harding and a ’27 1\c. 
No type 2; Type 3, 6c 1914 perf. 10, 6c 
1917, 2c ’17. Type 4, 1922 issue, 1, 1%, 
7. 15. 1927 issue, 1, 1%4c. 9c Bi-Cent. 
I have also a 4c Taft in a U-12N which 
no doubt will some time be listed as type 
5. I have added a 1%c ’27 to my Oppor- 
tunity, Wash. items, which you don’t 
find very often in a mission mix either. 


City ALBUM PAGEs 


I have mentioned this form of collect- 
ing before but today I got my first 
glimpse of the pages and also was in- 
formed as to the ultimate goal of the 
publishers in this field. While this neces- 
sarily must be a plug for the publishers 
I think they deserve it, for when their 
job is completed they will have filled a 
very definite gap in the general collecting 
field, that of a printed album with defi- 
nite spaces for definitely issued stamps. 
The first fifteen pages which I have had 
the pleasure to examine are from the 
larger cities in the 1922 perf. 11 issue. 
All told there will be one hundred cities 
used through the 1917, 1922, and 1927 
issues. About 8,000 precancels in all for 
a complete collection. The arrangement 
of the pages are nice and the catalog 
number and denomination is in each 
space. No spaces are included in which 
there are no precancels known to exist. 
It was not the aim of the publishers to 
make space for great rarities as this 
would defeat their purpose. Pages are to 
be released in sets of 15 and later on can 
be bought in lots of 100. The name of 
each city is printed at the top of the 
page and the set is arranged then to the 
catalog listing of that city. If no Ic 
1922 exists from that city, no space is 
provided for it. The sheets are not gen- 
eralized by any means. No Universal type 
is designated though and we presume 
that this is to make it easier to fill spaces 
by using the various types a city might 
have employed in precanceling a certain 
issue. Hoover Bros., publishers of the 
catalog, are publishers of these sheets.
